SHALL KEARNEY GO? 
Mr Tyler called for the reeling of the report of 
the spec* d committee to investigate the assault of 
Mr. Kearney on Mr. Adams, and the rep »rt was read. 
Mr. M a y b e l l opposed adopting the report of the 
committee. The .‘-pcaker had a eh«>rt time ago 
ruled that what was said in caucus about a member 
on the tl xjr when the House was not in session, was 
not to be considered, and this is a case of a similar 
nature. Mr. Kearney had not intimidated anybody, 
and he protested against the wasting of any more 
time on such foolishness. He was in favor of bridg­ 
ing the chasm and getting down to work. 
Mr. T yler sail it resolved itself into 1 question of 
whether or not the House w ould protect its mem­ 
ber* from ;ssault ami intimidation. If it is true 
that a man cannot sit in hi* seat on this floor with­ 
out being endangered from assault bv reason of any 
vote or anything said in debate, then it will be the 
duty of every member to arm himself with a re­ 
volver and shoot his assailant. It is an offense that 
is made a felony by the Constitution. It is the duty 
of the House to protect it* members. 
Mr. A n t h o n y said he did not believe there had 
been any intimidation. He thought time enough 
had already been wasted, and he wanted it stopped. 
He had n ver seen anything m Mr. Kearney’s ac­ 
tions which rendered hun objectionable. 
He was 
quiet and unassuming while on the floor. It was by 
the efforts of riiis very man that so many re'orms 
have been brought about in the State, it was by hi9 
efforts in a large degrc«j that the nation has been 
aroused on the Chinese question, and he deserves 
better treatment at the hands of a great State. 
Mr. B u r n s moved that the matter be indefinitely 
postponed, 
Mr. C o r c o r a n moved the previous question, which 
was ordered. 
The ayes and nocs were demanded. 
Mr. Adams said he had just come in, and he asked 
to speak.

The best work of legislation a*ways has 
been, and alway will be. done in committee, and 
those legislative bodies which give to their commit­ 
tees the best hours of the day make the most 
progress and do the best work. The Parliament of 
Lngland never meets before 4 o’cl«»ck, and fre­ 
quently later, the committees working during the 
day, ami the re*ult is that they have the best framed 
and best considered code of laws in the world.

THE TEMPERATURE OK THE ROOM. 
Mr. Camron rose to a question of privilege. He 
complained of the irregular manner m which the 
room is hca'ed. Sometimes it is cold and some­ 
times it is warm, and it is dangerous to the health 
of member*. He moved that the doors should not 
be opened except at the instance of the Speaker. 
The Ciiair sa d he would order the door* to be 
kept closed until further orders. 
A water bill. 
Senate Bill No. 255—An Act to regulate the price 
of water for domestic use in this State (by Air. 
Gorley). 
Mr. B r a u n h a r t offered a substitute to the bill, 
providing that the Board of Supervisors or Town 
Council ¿hall fix the rates for water each year, so a* 
to make it conform exactly to the Constitution. 
Air. McDade moved that the enacting clause be 
stricken out. 
Mr. Goklky said his bill was gotten up in the in­ 
terests of the people, and ia in accordan.e with the 
Constitution. Tke bill proj«oscs to pay the water 
company on the actual amount expended, not upon 
any fictiti«»us value. It has been circulated that 
this was a bill desired by the Spring Valley Com­ 
pany. 
lie defied any man to find any joker. 
It is a bill that the people want. These re­ 
ports were circulated for the purpose *f defeating 
the bill. This doe* not propose to pay eight per 
cent, on the Banchises, but on the actual invest­ 
ments. The company is only assessed for $8,000,000, 
and that is what the bill allows as a basis. There 
never was a more fair bill put before the Legisla­ 
ture. It is nonsense for gentl men to try to defeat 
the bill in any such way. The basis of the compa­ 
ny’s profits shall be the assessment of the property, 
in addition to the actual expeuses of running the 
work*. It i* a fair, pqu^re bill for the peoj le of San 
Francisco. He read from the report of Air. How­ 
ard, President of the Spring Valley Company, in 
which he said if the pledges of political parties are 
carried out it will reduce th*: water rates, and lower 
the value of their stock. The bill, he said, provided 
for the city paying one-third of the water tax. The 
reason of that is that it i* taxed indirectly upon 
the poor people. There is Sharon, for instance, 
whose property is protected anil whose streets are 
sprinkled by the water from the company. Yet, 
having artesian wells, he is not taxed a dollar for 
the safety of his property. If this bill does not 
meet the wishes of the House it would be astonbh- 
ing. He had no pride of opinion, and the IIou e 
could do as it pleases 
Air. F i>lav«on opposed the bill, and thought 
there was a joker in it. It allows the company to 
charge for ivater for flushing sewers, fires at.d 
streets. Tne bill takes assessment value, end the 
company can put up the value of the assessment 
roll. 
Mr. Tyler, was opposed to striking out the enact­ 
ing clause. Hehimscif had brought in a bill, formu­ 
lated upon the Workingmen’s platform, but it was 
not well received. 
Mr. May was in favor of taking the bill and 
amending it in the interests of tbe people. He be­ 
lieved in making property pay a part * f theexpcr.se. 
But this bill ia not perfected. This bill offers a re­ 
ward for rascality; off»*re a reward for the company 
to raise its assessments as high as they please, and 
draw* a dividend of 8 per cent, on as many millions 
as they see fit. 
Mr. Felton said he believed that the bill had 
been introduced with the best motives, and he 
hoped the enacting clause would not be stricken out. 
He believed, however, that the bill was unconstitu­ 
tional as it stood. 
Mr. IIardt did not believe it would interfere with 
the powers of the Board of Supervisors, even if it 
was unconstifu ional. He believed the bill could be 
amended and made effective. 
He would confine it

Senate Bill No. I8S has been amended 
and pruned until many of its worst feat­ 
ures have been eliminated. 
It retains 
the provision that no company having a 
less capital than $400,000 shall do busi­ 
ness in the State. 
In so far as this is 
calculated to narrow the field of insur­ 
ance, by driving out the smaller compa­ 
nies, it is objectionable. 
As a source of 
security to the public it is a complete de­ 
lusion. 
The amount of capital repre­ 
sented by an insurance company affords 
no criterion of its soundness. 
I t is quite 
possible for a company with a paid-up 
capital of §1,000,000 to be less safe than 
ono with a paid-up capital of $'00,000. 
Security depends upon the distribution 
and character of the risks, and their ratio 
to assets. 
The amount of capital stock 
gives no clue to either of these vital fac­ 
tors, and therefore it is no additional 
protection. 
No 
insurer will 
be one 
w hit the better scoured if every company in 
the ¡state is compelled to put up 8400,000 
capital. 
Such a provision has no practical 
bearing on the subject. 
If the bill pro­ 
vided th -t no company should take more 
than a certain list'd percentage of risks to 
assets, and that no company should take 
more than a certain fisid amount ui risks 
in any one focus of dangir, the public 
would really bo benefited and the com­ 
panies would not be injured. 
As it is, tlie 
bill represents nothing h u t' the de ire cf 
local companies to cripple competition. It is 
in no seufe a measure of public utility, and 
even as amended it is calculated to do 
more harm than good to the State. 


MHO fi£.*.KE3 T í ESTEN To ? 


This question seems to be in order, judg­ 
ing from the present peculiar condition of 
the political situation. 
In almost every 
Northern and W estern State inquiry among 
the people shows th at Blaine is very much 
the most popular candidate. 
T hat this is 
the case iu Pennsylvania and New York, 
where the State Conventions íccently went 
for Grant, is most positively asserted by 
the leading journals of both States. 
In 
the W est lilaine appears to have quite five 
times as many supporters as Grant. In the 
Pacific States the proportion is about the 
same. 
In fact it may be said w ithout any 
exaggeration to bo a notorious fact that 
Blaine is the first choice of the rank-and- 
li'e of the Republican party. 
A t the 
same time it is almost everywhere be­ 
lieved th a t the “ m achine” men porscss 
both the inclination and the ability to 
nominate Grant, and as it is taken for 
granted that the rank-and-file will support 
the nominee, whoever he may be, it is clear 
th at in the event of G rant's nomination 
and election, the question we have put at 
the head of ibis article would beeomo a 
perplexing one to the to who like to imagine 
th a t parties make Presidents. 
It is very 
3eldom that a party preference has been 
shown so strongly and unmistakably, so far 
in advance of nomination, as it has been this 
year in the case cf Blaine, and j ' unless 
all signs fail it is the delibero 
se of 
the party leaders, or perhaps . ■ - ,. uld say 
the machine engineers, to disregard this 
strongly expressed preference altogether. 
It is a very curious and highly suggestive 
state of things. 


EMERSON AND COCK. 


Joseph Cook is continually getting him­ 
self into difficulties through his strong 
propensity to draw on his imagination for 
his facts. 
It is not very long since he was 
ignominiously convicted of a very flagrant 
garbling of the text of Haeckel, the great 
German biologist, in support of his posi­ 
tion, and now he stands convicted of hav­ 
ing made false statements regarding the 
venerable 
Ralph 
Waldo Emerson. 
It 
seems that in his public lectnre3 recently 
Cook stated that Mr. Emerson had re­ 
nounced all his early convictions, and be­ 
come satisfied of the divinity of the BibR, 
and the truth of orthodoxy. 
Of course 
such 
a 
statement was 
calculated 
to 
carry 
dismay 
into 
the 
camp 
of 
Emerson’s elisciples and followers, but 
the Sage of Concord has commissioned 
his sou, Edward Waldo Emerson, to deny 
emphatically the truth of the story; to 
say that his father never reads Cook’s lec­ 
tures ; aud that “ he has not joined any 
" church, nor has he retracted any views 
“ expressed in his writings after bis with- 
‘1 drawal from the ministry. ” 
It is difficult 
to understand how a man who thrusts him­ 
self forward as Cook does, in the character 
of counsel for orthodoxy, can fail to per­ 
ceive that his addiction to misrepresenta­ 
tion of this kind is certain to do his cause 
more harm than all his flashy lectures can 


’ do it good. 


A t a special meeting of the Sacramento 
I Bowd of Trade hr id on Tuesday evening 
to consider the Parks bill, a very clear 
showing was made by Colonel M endelland 
S tats Engineer Hall, of the imminence of 
the danger w ith which the debris question 
threatens this city. 
I t was shown that 
the flow of coarse debris has already been 
brought down within three milc3 of Ma­ 
rysville, and th at it is a question of no 
long time for it to reach Sacramento. 
Should this coarse debris once make its 
way into the river be 1 in large quantities 
the difficulty of applying remedies will be 
infinitely increased. 
Ti e probability, we 
might almost say the certainty, is, th at if 
that s:ate of things is perm itted to cccur 
the rivers will leave their present channels 
altogether, aud th a t th e whole of the low 
lands down to Suisun Bay will be convert­ 
ed into a vast marsh or quagmire, the 
possibility of 
reclaiming 
which 
will 
each 
year 
become 
more 
doubtful. 
It was made clear by the engineers 
also 
th a t 
the 
disposition 
of 
the 
coarser debris is not cf itself sufficient 
to solve the problem. 
The erection of 
dams in the mountains would, to doubt, 
postpone the worst consequences of the ex­ 
isting situation, but it must be remem­ 
bered that such a measure would net re­ 
move the debris already in the rivers, nor 
would it relieve us from the lighter m atter 
which is now carried in suspension far 
down the current, and which of itself is 
competent to destroy the navigability of 
the rivers, if let alone. 
The conclusions 
to which the testimony of the engineers 
point, emplia.izo the soundness and ap­ 
positeness of the Parks biil, and at the 
same time indicate the futility of all tho.e 
partial and tentative measures which have 
been proposed apparently for no other 
purpose than to stave oil' remedial ac­ 
tion until it is too late to do anything. 
It was made perfectly apparent to the 
Board of Trade the other night th at the 
only practical and businesslike way to deal 
with this question is to handle it compre­ 
hensively. 
iJains in the mountains are 
necessary, but dams in the mountains are 
not alone sufficient to meet the require­ 
ments of the case. 
They will not pre­ 
vent the filling up of the rivers with the 
lighter material. 
They will not hold back 
the kind of debris which is now destroying 
navigation and endangering the safety of 
Sacramento. 
To clear the rivers of that 
debris there must be a systematic applica­ 
tion of engineering science to the river 
banks, and this fact proves the absolute 
necessity of adopting a comprehensive and 
complete scheme, such as the Parks bill 
alone offers. 


The State Engineer, in his report, ob­ 
serves : 
“ The restraint of the sands iu 
“ the canyons, aud in the deposits along 
“ aud iu the tributary streams below the 
“ canyons, admits of no delay. 
I t is the 
“ first objective point in the restoration 
“ and improvement of the carrying capac- 
“ ity of the valley streams. 
If this desir- 
“ able result were measurably secured—if 
“ the flow of sands into the Feather and 
“ Sacramento rivers was stopped—the nat- 
“ ural action cf the rivers, relieved in a 
“ great degree from the load they now 
“ have to carry, would be to excavate their 
“ beds, and gradually to work bj,ck to tlie 
“ regimen of tw enty years ago. 
The ac- 
“ coinplishment of this latter result can be 
“ greatly hastened by engineering devices 
“ and works, and subsequent management 
“ thereof ; and, 
under any plan, this 
‘ treatm ent of the natural drains must 
“ form the chief feature of the scheme for 
“ providing rapid passage for the w ater.” 
Iu these sentences may be found a com­ 
plete justification of the l ’arks bill, which 
aims at carrying into effect the recom­ 
mendations of the State Engineer in the 
most direct aud practical manner. 
The 
folly of piecemeal experiments, such as 
have been proposed as substitutes for the 
Parks bill, is significantly pointed out in 
the following remarks of the State Engi­ 
n eer; “ The interdependence of works for 
“ the prevention of overflow throughout 
“ the 
valley has 
beca 
so completely 
“ demonstrated by the mishaps and dis- 
“ asters of the past, th at the solution of 
“ the problem of Jraiuage here presented 
“ can only' be hoped for when the work i~¡ 
“ carried forward w ith the one object of 
“ disposing of the waters as a whole, and 
“ not, as heretofore, for purposes of recia- 
“ mation of separate piarculs or districts of 
“ land, and therefore it is essential that 
“ these operations should he under one 
“ head.” This is a sufficient answer to 
the suggestions of more partial experi­ 
ments. 
Every attem pt made in that direc­ 
tion has failed ignominiously, and Science 
now tolls us that every such attem pt must 
necessarily fail. 
The problem cannot be 
solved th at way, and the sooner this t:u th 
is realized, the sooner shall we arrive at 
some practical conclusion in the premises, 


It is no flonbt desirAble to secure what­ 
ever assistance the General Government 
may be willing to render. 
W e arc de­ 
cidedly of op,inion th at it ought to make 
an appropriation for this purpose, and it is 
quite possible th at it will. 
B ut whatever 
it givo3 can w ithout any tronble be ap­ 
plied to the carrying out of the compre­ 
hensive scheme of relict and restoration 
provided for under the Barks bill, so that 
there can be no conflict upon th at point. 
A3 to the question of outlay, it should be 
only necessary to remind the public that 
it is not optional with the inhabitants of 
the Sacramento valley to undertake or to 
decline this enterprise. 
The penalty of 
apathy and inaction is ruin ; ruin, not par­ 
tial and figurative, but widespread, general 
and absolute. 
In five years from to day, if 
nothing is done, the Sacramento river will 
in all probability have left its banks, 
the tule lands on the west bank will 
have 
been 
converted 
into 
a 
per­ 
manent 
marsh, 
navigation 
will 
bare 
been utterly destroyed, and the city of 
Sacramento will be surrounded by a deso­ 
late region of sand-covered waste. 
The 
beds of the rivers once tilled with coarse 
debris, they will never be scoured out. 
The precipitation in the mountains will 
then rush down the canyons in the form of 
torreDts, which will spread all over the 
valley, carrying debris further and further, 
excavating capricious channels here and 
there, putting a stop to agriculture, and 
wiping oat scores of millions of property. 
That is wliat the engiueers assure us must 
happen if nothing is done. 
They also tell 
us that when wo resolrc to do somethiug 
we shill throw aw ay cur time and money 
unless we adopt a comprehensivo plan, 
and carry it out under one head until 
the 
whole 
great 
work 
is 
accom­ 
plished. 
And 
no 
matter what 
this 
works costs, it has to be done if we are n* t 
prepared to abandon the valley to desola­ 
tion. 
If it cost twenty millions of dollars 
wc should be warranted in spending the 
money. 
But it need not cost ODe-fourth of 
that amount, and, therefore, there ought 
to be no hesitation about the course to be 
adopted. 
Those who whine about the bur­ 
den of extra taxation, and protest that the 


people cannot Lear it, do not know w hat 
they are talking about. 
If the debris Í3 
allowed to have its way a year or two 
longer, those who are so seared at the logy 
of extra taxation will wake up some morn­ 
ing and find th at they have no longer any 
property to tax. 
For the question is one 
of self-preservation, and it is nothing less. 
The 
Barks bill promises a 
completo 
solution 
of 
tl.e 
v. hole 
problem, 
for 
a very reasonable outlay1. 
D j the other 
lulls hold out any such hope? 
Not one of 
them. 
They all propose more tinkering, 
more pettifogging work of the old disas­ 
trous kind. 
W hen the $000,000 to be 
spent under the Chamberlain bill wa3 all 
gone, the work would only be begun, ami 
it would be begun so badly th at it might 
all have to be undone before an intell’geut 
sjh-m e could be put in operation. 
We 
have reached a crisis in this m atter. 
The 
time for exjjerimuits lias passed. 
W e 
know now what is necessary for our relief, 
and we have no reason for hesitating aud 
delay iug any longer. 
The Barks bill meets 
the demands of the situation, and no other 
bill does. 
T hat is why the R ecord-U nion 
is for it, aud that is w by the people should 
be for it too.

exodus nt Chinese from the Bacifie coast, iu 
view of the attitude of hostility toward them 
there. A gieat many Chinero are just now 
arriving iu New Y'urk from Philadelphia. 


PREPARING FOlt THEM IN' NEW YORK. 
N ew Y o i:k , March 3 d .— T h e announce­ 
ment that several hundred of Chinese are on 
the way to New York caused general satis­ 
faction among boarding-house keepers, who 
e.\[iect to reap a rich harvest. _ Extensive 
preparations are being made to welcome the 
refugees. 
Additional rooms have been en­ 
gaged in anticipation of a general influx of 
Celestials, and the prospect seems bright for 
all who are disposed to quit Ban Francisco 
and make their home iu the metropolis. Y es­ 
terday a Chinaman aud his wife airivedat 
the railroad depot and went to the house of 
Woo Kee, M ott street. 
They are the 
vanguard 
of 
an 
immense 
army 
of 
almond-eyed 
exiles, 
who 
are about to 
pour into 
this city if the situation in 
the West continues 
to be serious. The 
Chinese lady was well dressed aud good look­ 
ing. Her husband left because he feared that 
a general massacre was about to take place in 
San Francisco. After relating the details of 
the present movement in San Francisco, the 
lady requested to he taken to Chin Lung 
Bang, the Chinese Minister, who is at present 
in Washington. 
On being informed of his 
whereabouts she paid a visit to some friends 
of the Minister, who live in the upper por­ 
tion of the city. About three weeks ago a 
Chinaman named All Hee arrived there from 
China with his wife and two children. So 
ominous were the stories he was told by his 
pig-tailed brethren that he started for New 
York immediately. 
A reporter saw Ah Hee 
and wife at 104 Bail: stieet yesterday, 
and learned from them that they were well 
satisfied w.th New York, and would en­ 
deavor to persuade the Ban Francisco Chi­ 
nese to corr.e East. 
It is the official color 
given to the California outrages which is 
spreading terror among the Chinamen. They 
are arriving at the rate of about 20 a day, 
aud some write hick such favorable reports 
that others are ready to follow. The Celestials 
have secured a lease of nearly every store 
in the lower end of ile tt street. They 
asked the Rutgers Fin-Company tálense them 
a dwelling-house a! No. 3, but tho company 
responded by raying that they, would sooner 
pull down the budding than allow a single 
l ’hinaman to live in it. 
'Tom Bee otfered a 
large advance on the p.'.sent rent of the 
place, bat was flatly refused, on the ground 
that tlie Chinese are a nuisance. 
A de- 
tcro iueii effort is beiug made by property- 
helders in the upper end of M ott street ro 
prevent the colony from spreading, and to all 
offers ..f high renta they give a stated fi- rial. 
'1 hey find that if the Chinese get sufficient 
headway they will take possession of that 
qu; rter of tbs city. 
The tactics employed by 
tire Chinese to get possession of a house n- \t 
door is to ilisg-tst the tenants, who leave, and 
then they offer to pay a good sum in rent.

Logan - There is no power to grant a new trial; 
but if there was, could any powt r of the Government 
grant a new trial after the President approved the 
sen cnee th a t would have authority to bring a man 
before it? 
Kernan—In my view of the law, Congress can 
pa«s a law where there has been a judgm e I by a 
Court authorizing a review and a rehearing of a 
case. 
Logan—T hat is not the question. 
Is there any 
power to authorize a new trial by a Court that 
w u d h vie ¿ow tr ;o br.ng Porter before it an 1 try 
him ? 
Kernan—I believe there is power, on application 
of the accused, for Congress to authorize a tribunal 
to rehear the case. 
Logan—I do not agree w ith the Senator. 
But 
w hat power wt uld there be in such a tribunal to 
try Porter for this offense ? 
Kernan—In my judguieut there is sufficient au­ 
thority iu this Government to authorize a man who 
asks it to be reheard and retried. 
Logan—13 there any ]>ower to retry this m an? 
Kernan— If this hill passes, as it is proposed to be 
amended, it authorizes the President to review 
this case, and by «a retrial 1 mean a review of the 
sentence. 
Logan The Senator has misread the bill and the 
am endm ent. 
The am endm ent docs not provide f**r 
a review or to set aside, bu t it provides th a t he 
shall have $30,0 0 and go back into the army. 
Kernan—The bill as amended authorizes the Pres­ 
ident in his discretion to do what he m ight have 
done before he approved it—annul the findings. 
Logan sent the bill to the Cler 's desrk and had it 
read, and rem arked th at Kernan had better read bills 
before he discussed or voted on them.

The Artillery

IKmndti:’, which by constant use had become 
honeycombed and extremely dangerous. 
In 
the use of them several members have been 
seriously wounded, and the guns after being 
condemned were kept only for the want of 
better ones. 
Recently, at the inslance of 
Colonel hi ayumnd and other gentlemen inter­ 
ested in the affairs of the Fourth Rrigade, 
the SecrtL.try of the War Depart non t at 
\V ashington i-sued an order for the de­ 
livery from the 
Rrnicia Arsenal to the 
State of about 812,000 worth of arms and am- 
muniti in, including several cannon and Dac- 
lmg guns. 
Last Monday, under authority of 
Adjutai t-General Backus, Captain Atwood, 
of the Sacramento Light Artillery, with two 
assistants, went to Benicia, taking with them 
a number of muskets and military etores that 
had been condemned and turned them over 
to the Government. 
Captain Atwood re­ 
turned by the steamer Enterprise yesterday 
with two 12 pound Napoleon guns, weighing 
ever 1,200 pounds each, two Gatling guns, 
200 stand of Springiield breech-loading rifles, 
100 carbines, 100 cavalry and artillery sabres, 
50 revolvers and 300 rounds of ammunition for 
the battery. 
Two other cannon and two (lut- 
ling guns will soon be received from the Hast. 
'Ibe City Guard and SarsHeld Guard will 
each be supplied with a Gatling gun, which 
are 
handsome 
steel barreled 
instruments 
whose ten rifled chamber í can be loaded and 
fired with great rapidity and effect. 
The 
four Napoi jn guns will be given to the 
Light Artillery in place of the condemned 
ones. ^ 1 his new acquisition of arms will have 
the effect of stimulating the troops in their 
endeavors to perfect their organization, uud 
will cause them to improve in action.

THE 
DR Ail-AGE 
DISTRICT 
QUESTION. 


E os. B ecord-U nion : D. Alien, in your 
paper of this morning, makes some very loose 
statements concerning the Sacramento Drain­ 
age Canal and I.cvee District No. 1. 
He 
starts out by saying that “ the course taken 
bj- the canal is not the natural outlet for 
water from this city.” 
Would he have it run 
up toward Banncn slough ? The cut through 
the high land at Cemetery bill simply passes 
it through a well-defined channel, instead of 
meandering, snake-like, through 
the low 
ground on Flint’s ranch. 
The earth taken 
out in excavation was distributed ov-er the 
lowest points, and the ivhcle left susceptible 
of drainage, all of which was admitted by the 
owner to the Trustees. 
Now, as to the dam­ 
age to the l ’ocket resulting from the con­ 
struction of the canal in 1808, and its subsr- 
quent enlargement, I think it needs but very 
little argument to show the fallacy of the 
conclusions 
drawn 
by 
Mr. Alien. 
He 
says no water flows out of the Pocket 
into the canal. 
I think it would be difficult 
to get the most biased witness to testify 1 1 
that assertion. 
I would ask him if he knows 
whether any water flowed into the canal from 
February to August, in 1378? 
If he does 
not, let him be informed that it did, and that 
when it ceased to run through the hieh land 
back of Freeport there was still in the Pocket 
water to the depth of from two to three feet, 
which could only got out by evaporation or 
percolation, as the river subsided. 
Hail the 
canal been at its present depth, all the water 
would have run out when the flood went 
down. 
There is another important factor in 
the case, either lost sight of or ignored by Mr. 
Allen—that i.> the hipa'-e. 
.Since 1808, by 
reason of the fillingupof the river-bed, the line 
of sipage lias undoubtedly been raised all of 
two feet, which would more tkanojket all the 
water the canal carries from This 
city 
in excess of what always found its way 
there from 
this point, whether as sew­ 
age 
or 
increased 
surface 
drainage. 
Mr. Allen gives a glowing picture of the 
Pocket prior to 1808, and charges the canal 
with the changes from then to now. 
I think 
if ever such a condition of things did exist, 
v.-e must look a little furthef than the canal 
which has produced the “ long teiies of dis­ 
astrous years,” in very dry seasons prjor to 
1808. 
It i : quite possible a considerable por­ 
tion of the land in the Pocket would bo tilla­ 
ble, but there are several reasons why it could 
not be 
> now. 
When the City Trustees two 
years ago decided to cut through the high 
land at Freeport, they found from the report 
uf their engineer, -Mr. Bassett, that the gen­ 
eral level of the low lands in the Pocket was 
from two to three feet below the lsiltom <;f 
the canal ail through the Freeport ridge, and 
before the Board of Supervisors done what 
they did, it must have been from four to six 
feet below. 
Suppose no canal had ever been 
cut through at all, and everything else left 
just 
as 
it 
is, 
the 
water 
from the 
river would still sipe in, and the rain 
shed from the plains on the east and north 
would eventually find its w-ay into 
the 
Pocket, and where, I ask, would be your re­ 
lief ? Could you reopen the sloughs that orig­ 
inally led into the river and as the river went 
down drained the adjacent lands? The fact 
is, all the conditions have changed, and you 
must change to meet them. 
There are a 
number of points in Mr. Allen’s letter it is 
hardly worth while to dilate upon. 
In re­ 
gard to the back ing up of the water from 
Beach’s lake, he should know that,, with the 
flood-gate at 
Freeport, the danger is no 
greater now than aforetime. 
As to the ne­ 
cessity of completing the work to Snodgrn s 
slough, in order to get the full benefit of the 
canal in all its bearings, that admits of no 
dispute, but that it is the duty of the city 
of Sacramento, unaided by those so largely 
interested as those in tiie two districts below, 
I cannot admit. 
Nearly everyone in District 
No. 1 with whom we came in contact during 
the progress of the work expressed them­ 
selves as pleased with the prospective bene­ 
fits to be derived, Mr. Allen among the num­ 
ber, but when they are asked to share the 
expense it wears another aspect. 
L submit 
that there is something due this city from 
District No. 1. 
1 
hope a spirit of fairness 
will prevail.

PACIFIC 
POTTERY CLOSED. 


Golden Catfish.—A citizen who is en­ 
gaged in the fishing business on the river near 
Snodgrass slough, yesterday exhibited at this 
office gome lingular catfish. 
The catfish 
known here i*, in its normal condition, very 
dr.ik, almost black, about the head, aud as 
opaque i’■ ñu -t parts as a piece of coal; its 
belly only is white. 
Those exhibited here 
yesterday are six of a lot of twenty seveji 
taken at one haul of the seine, and the 
whole of which are of a rich, bright yellow 
or golden color in every part. 
The fish were 
taken at a point about fifteen miles below 
Freeport. 
The only catfish planted in Cali­ 
fornia streams were these brought iiere by 
tbe State Fish Commissioner and the United 
States Fish Commissioners, and they were all 
of the usual very dark brow n hue. 
The fish 
shown yesterday would each weigh nearly 
one pound. 
They are nearly as rich in hue 
as the gold-fish, and are quite translucent-. 
How came these fish to be changed in color? 
Some hold that the catfish has chameleon 
qualities; ntheis ikitlnatiue adapts the c. t- 
lUh to the color of the bed of the stream in 
which it lives; 
and 
others go so far 
as 
to 
charge 
the 
transformation 
di­ 
rectly to 
the 
yellow 
mining 
deposit 
held in 
solution 
by

time, the color of the waters of the bed of the 
sli v-un wh re he is spawned. 
It should be 
mentioned, however, that a yellow catfish is 
known at the East in clear waters with 
or daik beds, but none of that kind are 
wholly yellow, and none have the golden 
color which distinguí hes those referred to as 
caught here, and which makes them a very 
showy and attractive fish. 
It Is known that 
there are about fifty varieties of catfish in the 
world. 
The species wre have here, except a 
few lake calli-h of the 
West, is 
more 
commonly known a3 the horned pout, and 
seldom grows longer than ten inches, 
lt 
especially prefers muddy bottoms. 
The cat­ 
fish of the Delaware is larger and is of a 
whitish ash color; tho 
Louisiana catfish 
grows from two to three feet long, and is 
I rmvn, spotted with black. 
A large species 
is found in the Ohio river and its tributaries, 
and attains the size of four feet sometimes. 
The great lakes catfi-h is a deep olive-brown, 
and weighs uil the way from six to thirty 
pounds.

discharged my men nor reduced their wages. 
Some of my men have been with nit- in steady 
employment eight years, aud, although 1 
could have procured good workmen at less 
wages. I have not reduced the rate of pay to 
any during the last ten years, for I know full 
well what it is to labor myself, and 1 tiiiuk 
that faithful laborers should be well paid. 
1 
have always been a hard laboring man and 
performed my dailv task beside my men. 
1 
have been paving 25 cents per hour for white 
laborers, and 10 cent» per hour fur a few Chi­ 
nese. I employed about 80 per cent, white labor 
and 20 per cent, of Chinese, the latter doing 
the dirty work, « hich it was difficult to get 
others to do. 
Thus, it will be seen that 
while I have continued to run my faclory 
during the past year, without stiles to any 
considerable extent, and accumulated a large 
stock, principally for the purpose of keeping 
my men employed, 
1 am now confronted 
with tho bill just offered in the Senate by 
Mr. Nelson and aimed at the Chinese, which, 
if passed in its present form, would prevent 
the sale of any of my stork on hand, from the 
fact that a very few Chinese have been 
employi d in the drudgery portion of my 
works. 
Now, in this agitation about capital 
and labor going to bcnifit laborers, when it 
is necessarily locking up manufacturing es­ 
tablishments, and withdrawing capital from 
embarking in the various kinds of enterprise, 
from want of confidence in business affairs, 1 
cannot believe the Legislature will pass the 
present hill without at least excepting from 
its operation all wares and articles actually 
manufactured prior to the passage ot the Act.

The unde rsigned respectfully beg leave to 
ask you to consider tiie injustice of taxing 
depositors in savings banks for their deposits, 
notwithstanding the assets of such banks 
have all been assessed. 
j ’i’he fact that the entire deposit of the indi­ 
vidual depositor is comprised in, end forms 
part of, the assets thus assessed, is incontro­ 
vertible, for the withdrawal of any deposit 
diminishes, by the exact amount thereof, the 
total of the assets, either in the coin on hand, 
or by causing money out at interest to be 
called in. 
Taxing all the assets of the savings bar.k in, 
therefore, unavoidably taxing the deposits, 
and a direct tax on the deposits in the hands 
of the depositor is a second tax upon his 
money. 
It is difficult to conceive any just ground 
for this di-a-riuiinatinn against, tiie most in­ 
dustrious, the umst thrifty, the roust prudent 
members of the community, 
'The land-owner, the ship-owner, the inan- 
ufactmer, the merchant, are taxed only once ; 
the depositor twice. 
The ne w Constitution has established tho 
tax on mortgages so as to avoid the double 
taxation to which that tax gave rise before. 
1 hen why should this instrument be made to 
cover double taxation on the depositor, an in­ 
justice of which the old Constitution was 
never guilty? 
Under that Constitution the 
deposits were assessed, but not the mortgages 
of savings banks created by and representing, 
these same deposits. 
The injustice is the more glaring on ac­ 
count of the unequal operation of the tax, as 
many depositors cannot ba found by the As­ 
sessor, and as. moreover, the larger deposits 
in savings banks belong to a great extent to 
pert ms who have cea.- d to be, or never were, 
resillents.if this State. 
The first tax, on the 
a-xets, they bear in common with ail other 
depositors, but tho second tax cannot be as­ 
sessed against non residents, nor, if it were, 
could it under any provision cf law be col­ 
lected. 
They ocupe this tax. 
The small depositors are, however, by fur 
the most numerou’, and are residents of the 
State. 
Upon them, the laboring people, 
those least able to bear it, and most deserv­ 
ing of your sympathy, this tax Will, there­ 
fore, mainly fail. 
They, whose education and experience do 
not enable them, like their more fortunate 
feliow-citizens, to invest their own money, 
have not only to pay the bank i Hirers for at­ 
tending to these matters for them, but are, 
under this bill, also taxed twice by a republi­ 
can Government. 
We implore you to protect their interests, 
lt is for their benefit especially that savings 
banks in all civilized communities have been 
established. 
Thei-e banks ic-xist the people 
materially in laying up small sums, to in­ 
crease till a homestead can be bought, chil­ 
dren educated, old age provided fur, and tiie 
hundred other 
meritorious 
purposes, for 
which habits of saving should be encouraged. 
It has been said that a number of savings 
banks have not fulfilled their inisriou, but we 
fail to fee why a grief against former savings 
bank managers should justify this onslaught 
on the interests of the present depositors. And 
in this connection it should be borne in mind 
that the Bank Commissioner Act, which 
owed its inception to the present surviving 
banks, has caused the insolvent banks to be 
closed up, while the remaining banks are re­ 
ported by the Bank Commissioners to be in 
gooil condition.
